4 CSR 250-5.010 Payment

PURPOSE: This rule establishes that
fees are to be paid by cashier’s check or
money order and sets a penalty for
unpaid checks. The term of licenses and
the no-refund policies are established,

(1) All fees shall be paid by persenal check,
cashier’s check or money order made payable
to the Missouri Real Estate Commission. All
fees are nonrefundable.

{2) No license fee or portion of the license fee
will be refunded should any license be surren-
dered, suspended or revoked during the term
for which the license is issued.

Fees

PURPOSE: Thisrulesetsfeesof original
issue, biennial renewal, transfer, rein-
statement, reissue or replacement of a
lost, destroyed or stolen license of an
individual broker, salesperson, broker-
salesperson, partnership, association,
corporation, broker-partner, broker-
associate or broker-officer.

(1) An application fee of fifty dollars ($50) in
addition fo the original issuance fee shall be
paid upon original application for a broker or
salesperson license to defray the expense of
processing and investigating the application.

(%) The following fees shall be paid for original
issuance:
{A) Broker, Inactive Broker, Broker-Part-
ner, Broker-Associate, Broker-Officer or
Broker-Salesperson $ 80.00;

(B) Salesperson $ 40.00;

(C) Partnership, Association, Corporation
or Professional Corporation  $ 80.00;

and

(D} For each nonresident broker or salesper-
son license, the fee shall be equal to the
fee a Missouri resident would pay for a
similar licensein the nonresident’s state
of domicile.

{3) Thefollowing fees shall be paid for renewal

of licenses:
{A) Broker, Inactive Broker, Broker-Part-
ner, Broker-Associate, Broker-Officer or

Broker-Salesperson $50.00;
(B) Salesperson or Inactive
Salesperson $40.00;

(C) Partnership, Association, Corporation
or Professional Corporation  $50.00;
(D) Delinquent Fee $50.00;
{per month or partial month elapsed
since date of expiration not to exceed a
maximum delinquent fee) $200.00;
and
(E) For each nonresident broker or salesper-
son license, the fee shall be equal to the
fee a Missouri resident would pay for a
similar license in the nonresident’s state

of domicile.

{A) Transfer/Status Change $50.00;
(B) Replacement of a Lost,
Destroyed or Stolen
License $25.00;
